DURING THE WAR the Royal Canadian Navy rose to a high place 
among the naval forces of the Allfed nations, and served with distinction in 
many parts of the world. As was the case in all the armed services, naval 
personnel was recruited from evéry~part of.the.Remipion, but it was fre- 
quently noted that a large percentage of those who served in the Navy came 
from the Prairie Provinces, and although they are situated so far from the 
sea, it is probable that many from the Prairies will be included in the com-! 
plement of 10,000 officers and ratings who will make up the peacetime 
strength of Canada’s Navy. A recent report issued from Naval Service head- 
quarters at Ottawa, showed that 8,600 officers and ratings have already 
been taken on, and that applications for entry or re-entry are averaging 
more than 2,000 a month, of which about 200 are being accepted.

Canada’s first aircraft carrier is the 18,000-ton Warrior, which was com- 
missioned at -Belfast, Ireland, over a year ago, The Warrior recently com- 
pleted a six weeks training cruise from Halifax to her winter base at Esqui- 
malt, B.C., and this was but one of many training cruises which have been 
taken by vessels of the Royal Canadian Navy since the end of the war. 
These cruises not only provide training for their crews, but in some cases 
serve also to cement goodwill between Canada and. the neighboring countries 


which these ships visit in the course of their voyages.

ALBERTA DEPARTMENT OF 
AGRICULTURE URGE INCREASE — 
OF COARSE GRAIN ACREAGE 


CALGARY Increased flax and 
coarse grain acreages in 1947 were 
strongly urged when Alberta depart- 
ment of agriculture officials met with 
nine district agriculturists at Calgary 
to consider the farm planting pro- 
gram for 1947. 

The general opinion of the meet- 
ing was that clean flax sown on good 
land would be a profitable alternative 
to wheat, There is a definite shortage 
of oils and fats and it was suggested 
that Alberta would be well advised 
to increase her flax acreage fourfold 
as compared with 1946. Flax 
advocated for southern Alberta par- 
ticularly, and especially in sawfly 
areas. 

More barley, and other 
grains are also recommended in the 
1947 crop program. Higher barley 
acreages are wanted from all over 
the province but this crop was par- 
ticularly emphasized for the western 
part of southern Alberta.

RULES ON SECURITIES 


OTTAWA.—The foreign exchange | 
control board has taken further steps | 
to prevent the flow of U.S. dollar re- | 


sources out of Canada and back into 
the United States. 

The board announced that it had 
revised the rules governing trading 
on outside security markets of Can- 
adian securities payable in United 
States funds. The ruling affects se- 
curities which mature or have their 
earliest call date within three years. 

Effective immediately, the board 
said, permits will be granted to resi- 
dents of Canada for the sale of such 
securities on outside markets only if 
the U.S. funds resulting from. the 
sale are sold to a bank in Canada, or 
simultaneously reinvested in other 
Canadian foreign security of equally 
short maturity. Up to the present it 
has been permissable to reinvest the 
proceeds from such sales in United 
States securities.

Advice On Care. 
Of The Fur Coat 

Spare the rub to save the ftir, 
clothing specialists of the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture advise own- 
ers of fur coats or fur-trimmed coats. 
Where there is a rub, there is sure to 
be wear which eventually will show 
up in worn patches on the fur. Rubs 
may come from handbags or books 
carried under the arm, from hats 
that are low in the back and rest on 
fur collars, or from heavy jewelry 
worn at neck or wrist. 

Avoid wear also by removing a fur 
coat—or at least loosening it—before 
sitting down. This will help prevent 
the familiar worn places often seen 
across shoulders or hips of fur coats. 
Never sit in a fur coat that is wet or 
even damp, the specialists advise, be- 
cause this mats the fur. 

Most women know that fur coats 


should be placed on hangers as soon | 


as they are taken off, but not enough | 
attention is given to the right kind 
of hanger. A sturdy wooden hanger

Frameworked Trees 
Give Best Results 


Frameworking is the name given to 
the practice of grafting or budding 
fruit trees in such a Way that most 
of the original framework of the tree 
is retained. Only branch ends, small 
or poorly placed laterals, spurs and 
surplus larger branches are removed 
in the operation, The advantage of 
frameworking is that the trees have 
so little of the original top removed 
that the shock to the root system is 
reduced to that of heavy pruning and 
by the end of the first growing sea- 
son the leaf area is very close to 
normal for the age of the tree. 

On the other hand, the well-estab- 
lished methods if top-working (top 


; grafting) call for the cutting away 


of most of the tree top, and it is us- 
ually at least six years before this 
top can be re-grown to its original 


_| size. Further, a serious shock to the 


tree root system often results and 
when top-worked trees do bear fruit, 
the apples of the first two or three 
crops are oversized and “punky”, 
typical of fruit grown on rapidly 
growing juvenile wood. Full informa- 
tion on frameworking is given in the 
bulletin “Frameworking Fruit Trees” 
by R. J. Hilton, Dominion Experi- 
mental Station, Kentville, N.S. A

Wax Process Was 
Used By Egyptians 


‘An’ Egyptian wax process of pre- 
cision casting first known in the time 
of the Pharaohs was revived to help 
the. Allies fight the Second World 
War and now is aiding in construc- 
tion of precision parts of jet propul- 
sion engines. ; 

The annual convention of the Can- 
adian Institute of Mining and Metal- 
lurgy got the story of the “lost wax 
process” in a papér presented by N. 
C. MacPhee and E. Davis, who told 
of developments in precision casting 
at the Physical Metallurgy Research 
Laboratories, 

Egyptians in the time of the 
Pharaohs cast perfect statuettes and 
other objects in bronze with the wax 
process, but it was lost except for a 
brief revival in medieval times. Later 
fentiats and jewellers re-developed 

@ method until it now has become 
“invaluable in industry. and the scope 
of its usefulness is increasing rapid- 
ly,” the paper said. 

Object of the process 4s to make 
possible the mass production of ac- 
curately- dimensioned metal parts 
that are non-machinable, non-forge- 
able or of an intricate shape that is 
expensive to machine,

but atabrine alone has saved tens of 
thousands from malaria and death. 
When thousands of soldiers might 
have died from the effects of bomb 
and shell, blood plasma saved them. 
When thousands of others would 
have died from dirt and unsanitary 
conditions DDT said no.” 

While the drugs he mentioned were 
among the more spectacular, Mr. 
Jassby added that there were dozens 
of others less well known to the lay- 
man which had played a notable part 
in the war effort and were now play- 
ing a very important part in every- 
day civilian life. 

Outlining many of the new drugs 
that have been developed, he referred, 
as one example, to penicillin, which 
in the treatment of pneumonia alone 
had shown amazing results during 
the war. He pointed out that in the 
First Great War, fatal pneumonia 
cases had totalled 24 per cent., while 
in the recent war fatal cases had 
amounted to no more than half of 
one per cent. 

Another marvellous advance, 
continued, had been made with the 
production of atabrine for the treat- 
ment of malaria when the Allied sup- 
ply of quininé had been largely cut 
off. Besides. having innumerable ad- 
vantages over quinine in the treat- 
ment of malaria, cost for a whole 
treatment was reduced during the 
war to six cents compared to many 
dollars for quinine. 

Among other drugs to which he 
referred “were: Vitamin D for the 
treatment of arthritis and other allied 
diseases; benadryl for the treatment 
of hay fever; benzedrine for depres- 
‘sion, neurosis, apathy and chronic 
fatigue, and folvite to counteract 
anaemia. 

In addition, Mr. Jassby predicted 
that “we are right on the threshhold 
of learning about atomic energy in 
ithe field of medicine.”

The new price brings wheat for 
domestic purposes into exactly the 
same bracket as wheat sold under 
contract to Britain, $1.55 per bus. 

Mr. MacKinnon announced that 
the government would continue to 
pay the 25 cent subsidy on feed 
wheat but the increase just grant- 
ed means that on the average feed 
wheat will cost 39 cents per bushel 
more. 

Because of the cemand for wheat 
for shipment ove:seas the govern- 
ment hopes to discourage the use 
of wheat for feeding purposes. 

Through the treasury the govern- 
ment will make available wheat to 
the millers at prices which would 
allow the latter to sell well within 
the limits of the price ceiling. 

This wouki mean that the govern- 
ment will continue to pay the 
“drawback” which has been cost- 
ing the people between $18,000,000 
and $20,000,000 annually. 

Under present market conditions 
in ©lds where farmers have been 
buying No. 4 and No. 5 wheat at 
79%c for the former and 76% for 
the latter and using these grades as 
feed, the new. prices will be 33%6c 


higher than those that prevailed in 
Olis prior to Mionday.
